Optimistic Over Budget. 

On the problem of balancing the 
budget, Mr. Eccles is, like President 
Roosevelt, optimistic. He believes a 
technically balanced budget will be 
reached by 1939, and that a balanced 
budget, in the sense of no longer hav- 
ing to borrow additional funds, will 
be achieved in 1938. He remarked that 
you cannot balance a federal budget 
until you correct the causes for its 
being out of balance. That is, a fed- 
eral budget can be balanced only out 
of national income. He observes that 
the $13,000,000,000 increase of gov- 
ernment debt since the banking holiday 
is less than the national income in a 
two-month period back in pre-depres- 
sion days; and less than the federal 
deficit during only one year of the 
World War. 

Moreover, he points out that the 
interest rate on government debt has 
dropped from 3.41 per cent to an av- 
erage of 2.55 in 1935. While the in- 
crease in debt was 44 per cent, the 
increase in carrying charges, or in- 
terest paid, was only 8 per cent. Our 
interest charges are only a little more 
than 1 per cent of the national in- 
Come, as compared with 3 per cent in 
England. 

Mr. Eccles thinks inflationary dan- 
gers have been much magnified. How 
could we have a real inflation, with 
great increases in prices, he asks, so 
long as there are millions of idle peo- 
ple and idle factories? Increased de- 
mand for goods could promptly be met. 

No Fear of Inflation. 

If a great many people really ex- 

pected inflation, he observes, we would

In 1933 our whole financial struc- 
ture was in collapse. Nearly every 
bank in the country was insolvent and 
so were the insurance companies. If 
everybody who had claims against 
banks as depositors and against in- 
surance companies as_ policyholders 
had presented such claims, there was 
no way for them to be paid. The sit- 
uation is vastly better today, but the 
very fact that a near-collapse was pos- 
sible indicated the need for reforms. 

Doesn’t Fear Critics. 

Mr. Eccles has no doubt about our 
being able to make the capitalist or 
profit system work. Nor does he 
have the slightest fear of critics of 
the system. I got the impression that 
he woulg never favor any steps to sup- 
press Socialists or Communists when 
they wish to make speeches. If their 
criticisms are unsound, they are easily 
disproved; when they make intelligent 
criticism, they only help the capital- 
ists to gee where weak places may be 
strengthened. 

The important point to keep always 
in mind. as Mr. Eccles sees it, is 
simply that, when business takes in 
more money each year than it pays 
ort, consumers do not receive enough 
from business to buy its products. 
Business does not create buving power 
as rapidly as it creates goods. If-the 
total retail price of all goods a cor- 
poration sells is greater than the to- 
tal that it pays out for materials. 
wages, salaries, other expenses and 
dividends, and if it does not invest 
the remainder, but keeps it as idle 
funds, fhen part of the money needed 
to buv/ that corporation’s goods must 
come from some other source. 

When™thia is true of each corpora- 
tion. then it is true of all business 
institutions, whether industries or 
farms. At such times, it is necessary 
for the government to carry on a 
spending program to supplement the 
inadequate huying power created by 
business itself. 

Carry Works Burden. 

Tt is Mr. Eccles’ feeling that the 
government will have to carry on pub- 
lic works for a long time. But. as he 
Llooks at it. even if public works are 
a permanent part of government ac- 
tivities, why shonldn’t we be glad to 
have public spending if, by that means, 
we can moderate hooms and depres- 
sions and have a decent standard of 
living right along for evervhody? He 
thinks the amount of public works 
shoule vary according to general busi- 
ness activity, but he has strong con- 
victions that. with increased nse of 
machinery, probably there will al- 
wave be need for more distribution of 
buying power than we can count on 
from business alone. Total expendi- 
tures by both government and business 
should be enough to give good living 
standards to all.

The atmosphere of the parlor was 
pretty rigorous and we gave only a 
perfunctory sigh at the passing of 
the parlor when times grew 60 brisk 
that the pastor could no longer-make 
personal calls on every one.

Artificial heating, whether by stove, 
hot air furnace, hot water or steam 
radiator, dries out the air. Outdoor 
air in winter at a temperature of 
zero, having a relative humidity of 
vJ per cent, when heated to 7U degrees 
Fahrenheit will have a relative hu- 
midity of only 3 per cent. This is 
drier than the air of the driest cli- 
mate known, which is seldom less 
than 29 per cent. In Yuma, Ariz., 
in the driest month of the year the 
relative humidity is 35 per cent. Ip 
Death Valley, Cal., it is 23 per cent. 
The lowest ever recorded was 9 per 
cent in the heart of the Libyan 
desert. 


More than half the weight of the 
human body is water (58.5 per cent). 
W hen air is warm and too dry there 
16 excessive loss of moisture from the 
skin and mucous membranes in con- 
tact with the air. We haven't room 
here to describe in detail the harm 
this does the skin and mucous mem- 
branes, 


Warmed and dried air in overheat- 
ed houses gives a sense of chilliness, 
due to excessive evaporation. On the 
other hand air heated not above 68 
degrees F, and kept at 50 per cent 
to GO per cent relative humidity gives 
a sense of comfort. Why not, since 
this is the temperature and humidity 
of an ideal autumn day? 

Increasing the humidity of the beat- 
ed atmosphere in the winter by the 
evaporation of water in the air, de- 
creases dustiness, prevents deteriora- 
tion of growing piants and furniture, 
and improves the health and temper 
of every member of the family. 


Overheated and excessively dried air 
is wasteful, for it increases consump- 
tion of fuel. Indirectly, it is etill 
more wasteful, for it aggravates 
chronic respiratory diseases such as 
bronchitis, sinusitis, chronic rhinitis, 
and increases the demand for remedies 
or treatment for these common, ail- 
ments, 


A well-ventilated 8-room house heat- 
ed nearly or quite to 70 degrees F. 
requires evaporation of 15 gallons of 
water a day to maintain even 40 per 
cent humidity. 

Water pans provided with hot air 
furnaces are of no practical value, for 
they cannot evaporate more than a 
gallon or two of water a day. Modern 
houses are equipped with built-in hum- 
idifying systems, and there are avail- 
able several makes of fairly efficient 
humidifiers for use in any home.

INFLUENZA EPIDEMIC 
DOUBTED BY DOCTORS 


U. S. Health Service Reports 
Increase of Cases in 
Large Cities. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—7P)— 
Surgeons of the United States Pub- 
lic Health Service scouted today a be- 


lief that an epidemic of influenza is 
sweeping the country. 

Cases of influenza may have in- 
creased in recent weeke in certain 
sections, including some large cities, 
they said. but the total number in the 
country is only a fraction of those 
which occurred in such epidemic years 
as 1928 and 1932. “We see nothing 
to get excited about,” they asserted. 

The number of cases reported dur- 
ing the week which ended January 2 
was 3,993 for the entire country. Dur- 
ing the corresponding week of 1928 
there were 137,942 cases and in the 
1932 corresponding period 90,051 were 
reported. 

Scientific Research. 

Officials declared that, despite in- 
tensive scientific research in recent 
years the questions of “flu” occur- 
rence and transmission have not been 
answered. Considerab'e progress has 
been made, but to date the agency 
which causes the disease is still one 
of the mrsteries of sciefice known only 
as a “filterable virus’—a substance 
not distinguishable under the highest 
magnification of a microscope and 
capable of passing through porcelain 
filters. 

Health reports from the League of 
Nations indicate, officials said, that 
the present outbreak of flu is occur- 
ring also in London, Berlin, Copen- 
hagen and other European cities. Such 
simultaneous occurrences also are un- 
explainable except by the supposition 
that the disease spreads from person 
to person over wide areas due to di- 
rect contact as the result of modern 
rapid transportation. 

Possible Explanation. 

Another possible explanation was 
seen in the recent report by Dr. Fred 
C. Meier, of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture, on the col- 
lection of bacteria spores from the 
upper atmosphere during the flight of 
the stratosphere balloon Explorer II 
on November 11, 1935. 

A large number of disease-producing 


/spores were gathered, Dr. Meier de 
'clared. giving “‘an additional explana- 
ition of the spread of organisms which 
cause diseases of plants and animals, 
as well as a basis for understanding 
why identical species of micro-organ- 
isms are constantly found in widely- 
separated parts of the world.” 

A new approach to the study of 
virus diseases, euch as flu and in- 
fantile paralysis, was announced a 
few days ago by Dr. W. M. Stanley, 
of the Rockefeller Institute for Medi-

In Ship Collision 


LONDON, Jan. 10—(UP)—Elev- 
en persons were drowned today in 
marine disasters off the British 
coast. 

Seven lost their livés when the 
small French trawler Notre Dame 
de Londres foundered after collid- 
ing with the British steamer Theems 
in the mouth of the Thames.

In a smoothly running program, the 
initial loss is in soft, watery fat, 
which usually disappears quickly on 
a strict diet. When a week's dieting 
fails to show any results, the hun- 
gry reducer is ready to believe her 
fat is natural. Failure to lose dur- 
ing the first week is no sign you can. 
not reduce; it is merely evidence 
that water storage takes place as the 
fat is lost. 

Science has proved beyond ai! 
doubt that the displacement of fat 
by water frequently retards registra- 
tion of lowered weight. The extent to 
which water storage may become a 
factor in weight loss 
these examples: 
| Dr. E. F. DuBois, eminent au- 
thority on metabolism, says that due 


to replacement of lost fat by water, | 


a normal person may even gain 
weight whgle on a reducing diet. He 
cited the case of a patient whose 


weight remained unchanged, although | 
according to a calculated energy out- | 


put he actually lost seven and one- 


half pounds of fat. The loss in fat | 


‘was balanced by an equal gain in 
water. 
Newburgh, of the University of 
‘Michigan, has conducted numerous 
experiments proving conclusively that 
water retention is a common factor 
in reducing. A young woman on a 
supervised diet showed absolutely no 
‘loss for a period of two weeks, al- 
though a comparison of calorie in- 
‘take with energy output revealed that 
she had burned six pounds of body 
fat. During the next two weeks, how- 
ever, on the same diet, she

fenders; Solicitor General Boykin Says Survey 


Reveals Need of More Social Workers.

'cases tried in 1936 in Fulton supe- 


rior court involved defendants from 16 


'to 21 years of age, a study of court 


records revealed Saturday. 

When the high percentage of youth- 
ful offenders was called to his atten- 
tion, Solicitor General John A. Boy- 
kin declared the figures pointed out 
the great need for a thorugh study 
of social conditions and a careful probe 
into the causes and origin of crime. 
Once the cause is determined, there 
should be education to eliminate it, 
he emphasized. 

‘No real conclusion can be drawn 
from these alarming figures off-hand, ’ 
he said. “A careful study must be 
made into many individual cases—a 
job for’ the social workers, and we 
need more of them.” 

The lack of supervision of chil- 
dren by parents was given as one of 
the major reasons for the increase of 
crime among youths, and the desire of 
youth to have quickly what others 
have obtained through long, steady 
work was another the solicitor gave. 

Among things listed by Solicitor Boy- 
kin as causing crime among the youth 


of Fulton were: lack of religious 
training, divorced parents, neglected 
education and home training, idleness, 
working at things they don’t like, seek- 
ing opportunities of the big city when 
not prepared for urban life. 

The percentage of youthful offend- 
ers is larger than that found in any 
other age bracket. The others were 
as follows: 27 per cent between 21 
and 25 years of age; 25 per cent be- 
tween 26 and 35 years, and 15 per 
cent over 3O years. 

During the past year, the superior 
court disposed of 1,244 cases. Of this 
number. convictions were secured in 
77 per cent of the cases; 9 per cent 
were nolle prossed, and acquitals were 
secured in 14 per cent. 
83 murder cases tried. 

More defendants were tried on 
charges of burgiary than any other. 
These represented 25 per cent of the 
total, Rubbery and assault to rob was 
second with 20 per cent of the total 
and larceny of automobiles was third 
with 1% per cent. 

A total of 447 white and 797 
gro defendants faced the court.
